Tn this six mon ths Britain an d 
F ran ce have fought a w ar of a t ­ 
trition again st German y, con ten t 
to hem her in an d hurt her eco­ 
n omically. As lon g as this goes 
on . they feel they aie win n in g 
So far, German y also has w ait­ 
ed . 
In on e phase—the w ar on 
al­ 
lied an d n eutral m erchan t 
ship­ 
pin g— the curren t con flict is run ­ 
n in g ahead of the World W ar, a 
d aily average of about 6 000 ton s 
havin g been sun k

Hitler 
listed German casualties there up 
to Sept.

W riting about eggs just before 


Easter is not an original insp ra­ 


tion. 
So it might be helpful to 


take up several familiar Cooking 


School questions that relate to 


eggs and egg cookery. 
When an egg is hard-boiled for 


salads, deviled eggs and garnish­ 


es, the part where the white and 
the yolk come together often de­ 
velops a dark green eoior. 
W h y? 
That color change only indicates 
some of the strong food values in 
the egg and actually is due to the 
iron 
sulphide 
formed 
from 
the 
iron in the yolk and the sulphur in 
the whites. 
The green shift can be decreas­ 
ed, if not entirely prevented, by 
cutting to a minimum the cook­ 
ing time and then cooling the egg 
at once under water. 
Milk, eggs and butter ate tops 
among protective 
foods. 
Every 
diet must include them, in some 
form. 
If it’s iron you need, you'll 
find egg vo'.k to be the outstand­ 
ing source of it. 
The nutritive 
value of the egg vanes, accord­ 
ing to the hen’s diet. 
The diet of 
the hen actually affects not only 
the yolk color, but also the flavor 
of the egg. No longer can Madame 
Hen go meandering among the 
turnip tops and cabbages and ex­ 
pect 
applause 
to 
greet 
her 
cackles. 


M ilk 
contains 
calcium 
m o re 
plentiful than do other foods, also 
vitamins and protein, but 
it is 
lacking in vitamin D, 
and 
in 
some (if the minerals 
especially 
Iron. 
Eggs undoubtedly are one 
of the be: t sources of iron, pro­ 
tein and vitamins A and Tb Tests 
also show the egg as a fair source 
of vitamin B, and a good one for 
vitamin G. 
They 
also 
contain 
phosphorus and some lime or cal­ 
cium. 
The white of the egg is rich in 
protein, hut the yolk contains the 
greater part of the minerals and 
\itamins 
Of all the vitamins, D 
is the most lacking in foods. 
It 
1® present in sunshine, but the 
body must be exposed to the di­ 
rect rays of the sun. 
When sun­ 
shine is not available, or is in­ 
sufficient, as during the winter 
months, the deficlensy 
must be 
made up in the diet, and egg yolk j 
is one of the best natural sources 
of this vitamin. 
Hietieian recommend 
that 
the 
diet of babies over six months j 
should include an egg yolk a day. 
They also favor one egg a day 
lor every individual more than 
two years. 
From the point of view of food 
value, the yolk is the most im­ 
portant part of the egg. 
One egg 
yolk yields only fifty-four calories 
yet this small sunny globe sup­ 
plies about 10 percent of the day’s. 
Iron equipment, 8 percent of the 
day's protein and 5 percent of the 
calcium and phosphorus, 
s well 
E® a rich supply of the sunshine 
vitamin P and the 
growth-pro­ 
moting vitamin A, thus contribut­ 
ing to good muscle, red blood and 
frtrong bones and teeth. 
The iron in eggs is an espec­ 
ially valuable form and cannot be 
replaced by the iron of medicines 
and mineial waters.

Pr. II C. Sherman of Columbia 
University has said that “ medicin­ 
al iron may stimula*e the blood- 
making organs of the body, but 
food is required to furnish the 
elements of which blood is made.” 


Eggs contain this “ food iron” in 


large quantities. 


Yolks vary in color from palest 
yellow to deep orange, depending 
the feed a hen is given. 
The 
color of the yolk 
has 
nothing 
whatever to do with the color of 
the shell. 
The more of the vita­ 
min-rich green feeds the hen has 
eaten, the deeper is the color of 
her egg yolk. 
W ithin the last few 
years, experts have studied and 
deve oped the hen's diet scientifi­ 
cally. 
recognizing 
that 
proper 
feeding he® much to do with the 
flavor and palatability of eggs 
Both pale 
and 
deeply 
colored 
yo’ks may be equally good sourc­ 
es of vitamins and m.ncrals. 
The dispute about brown and 
white eggs probably w 11 go on 
as long as the debate on New En g ­ 
land vs. Manhattan clam 
chow­ 
der. 
Contrary to the stubborn 
impression, the color of the shell 
is no clew either to quality or 
food value. 
Some like it brown. 
! Some like it white. 
Upstate New 
York and New Englanders are 
j just as determined to have brown 
eggs, as New Yorkers are firm 
; about whites. 
The color is due to the breed 
of the fowl, not to its physical 
I condit on, nor to the age of the 
j egg. 
Some shoppers are suspic- 
: mus of mottled white shells, be- 
| Moving they indicate old age. Ac­ 
tually the mottling is caused by 
j uneven distribution of moisture in 
the shell. 


Eggs with thin glassy-looking 
shells that have a rather metallic 
round when handled, also are all 


: ght. 
Some hens habitually lay 
,.uch eggs. 
The shells are not so 
porous as normal shells and so 
keep the egg fresh :• 
longer. 
The condition of the tshell, n< t its 
color, determines its value Shell? 
tree from cracks or otner imper­ 
fections indicate eggs in best con­ 
dition 
The modern policy of grading 
*ggs protects the buyer. 
See that 
the dealer also has insured fho 
; freshness of the egg® by keeping, 
j them refrigerated. 
Do not buy 
¡eggs that have been stack« I on 
the counter. 
Put 
eggs in 
the 
l efrigerator as soon as they are 
delivered. 
They should not go in 
: the coldest spot. 
Do n <t place 
j them near highly scented foods, 
because eggs do absorb odors. 
If the eggs are soiled when they 
j nrr.ve. wipe them with a rough 
dry cloth or metal sponge, but do 
not wash them. 
W ater removes 
the “ bloom” of an egg that forms 
a natural seal for tne pores of 
the shell. 
Here is the imporant warning 
which cannot be repeated too of­ 
ten: Always cook eggs at moder­ 
ate heat. 
High temperatures and 
fast cooking shrink the protein 
and make the egg tough, Remem- 
for the low heat rule for scram­ 
bled eggs, egg omelet and other 
Lenten specialties. 


When high 
temperatures 
are 
! necessary in cooking, as in fried 
! . akes and 
pancakes, using 
the 
yolk of 
the egg makes a more 
tender product than 
when 
the 
whole egg is used. Thus is because
